Rome, January 21.—The rumor that the 
pope is dead is without foundation. The 
pontiff gave a number of long audiences 
today and his callers included Senor 
Quirno-Costa, vice president of Argen- 
tina, and the latter's wife and familr. 
The pontiff talked with Senor Quirno- 
Costa for one hour. 

In spite of his great age—he will be 
ninety-three in March—the pope appears 
to be enjoying good health and seems tv 
be physically. active.

Denver, Colo., January 21.—Tnere were 
rumors of war and plenty of warlike 
preparations at the state house tonight.

Government Tug Battered fo 
Pieces on Jagged Reels, 


Twenty-six Men Were Brought 
Ashore from the Wreck in 
Breeches Buoy—One Seaman 

Injured and May 
Not Live.

Block Island, January 21.—(Special.)— 
The United States tug Leyden, from San 
Juan, Porto Rico, to Newport, lost her 
way in the fog off Block Island today 
and ran full tilt on the jagged reefs 
which line the south shore of the island. 
She immediately began to go to pieces and 
by tomorro wmorning the seamen say 
that no two sticks of the craft will be 
hanging together. 

Lieutenant Chester Wells says he was 
deceived by the patent log. He had pick- 
ed up shinnecock during the night and 
later on the light on Montauk Point. He 
thought that he had turned Montauk 
and laid his course for Point Judith, but 
brought up on the rocks instead. Perfect 
discipline prevailed on board the Leyden. 
It was seen at once that there was no 
hope of saving the vessel and Lieutenant 
Wells devoted every effort to the rescue 
of his sailors. 

Signals were made to attract the at- 
tention of the life savers on shore. The 
only boat that survived the accident was 
towed. Six men got into her and a gal- 
lant attempt was made to reach the 
reach. But the sea was running high and 
the little craft was dashed upon the 
rocks almost within reach of safety. 

By this time Captain Littlefield and his 
crew of life savers from the New Shore- 
ham station were on the spot. By great 
exertion the drowning men were reached 
and hauled ashore. 

Seaman Leylamb was so hadly injured 
that he was not expected to live. The re- 
twenty-six men stood by the 
in momentary peril of 
washed from the wreck by tne great 
breakers.

Analyzed, interna- 
tional law has a “Kangaroo” basis, for 


against a fractious nation. Foreign 
policies, being essentially selfish and 
dependent upon force for their exer- 
cise, are impudent as they are the 
more audacious. The Monroe doc- 
trine is necessarily audacious, and if 
that be impudence, the carping powers 
of Europe can make fhe most of it. 
Thetr own foreign policies are fuller 
of guile than Uncle Sam's, and every 
one of them is an implied gauntlet cast 
upon the international fleld of Mars. 

Leon C. Prince, professor of inter 
national law in Dickinson college, is 
fulminating against the weak morality 
of the United States’ attitude toward 
the Latin-American governments. Hear 
him: 

The desire of the surplus population of 
Europe for new country will force a 
crisis. The United States occupies an 
impossible position in insisting upon the 
inviolability of South America. <A Ger- 
manized or Anglicized South America is 
Vastly preferable to the present irres- 
ponsible, weuk and vicious republics, 
Which lack honor and stability. 

Professor Prince should know that 
the lion and the lamb are not lying 
down togethey, however devoutly we 
may pray for that promised consum- 
mation, and until this comes to pass 
among the beasts known as nations, 
the international golden rule will be 
translated with a good deal of latitude. 
It is well, indeed, if it does not receive 
the worldly interpretation so exten- 
sively applied to individual relations, 
“Do others, or others will do you.” 
The Monroe doctrine does not mean 
to “do” the nations of Europe, but it

London alone {s enough to make the 
English channel reek with every mi- 
crobe known and suspected by materia 
medica. Sea food of any character is 
in danger of such contagion, and con- 
tagion aside, the thought of eating any 
thing so evidently unclean is no appe- 
tizer. 

Those who have made a study of 
this interesting subject say the dan- 
ger lies mostly in eating oysters raw, 
and especially on the half shell. When 
the toothsome bivalves are cooked the 
germ is supposed to be pasteurized,

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METHOD OF FINDING 


FRANCHISE VALUES 


Comptroller General Wright Has 
Reached Interesting Conclusion. 


WILL HAVE BLANKS PRINTED 


In Other States Value of Physical 
Property Is Subtracted from 
Market Value of Outstand- 
ing Stock and 
Bonds.

After a careful study of the 
of taxing franchises in other 
Comptroller General W. A. Wright finds 
that the general method employed of ar- 
riving at the value of a franchise is to 
subtract the value of the physical prop- 
erty of a corporation from the market 
value of its stock and bonds. 

Whether this method wil] be employed 
in Georgia or not cannot be determined 
now, but the comptroller general thinks 
it is the most feasible plan, and so far 
as can be seen it is the only method that 
is practicable. Of course, complications 
enter where part of a corporation’s prop- 
erty is in one state and part in another, 
and it then becomes a matter of figuring 
what proporition of the value of the fran- 
chise is in the state that seeks to collect 
the tax. 

Comptroller General 
Opinion that this method, with 
some modifications, will have to be em- 
ployed in Georgia. According to this idea 
if a corporation's physical property is 
worth, say $100,000, and its outstanding 
Stock and bonds are worth at market 
quotations $1,000,000, then the vatue ot 
the franchise is $990,000 

This method, as will be seen, practicaliy 
puts a tax on the market value of all 
the outstanding securities of a corpora- 
tion. In Georgia, however, the usual re- 
turns of property for taxation are about 
¢o per cent of the market value of such 
property, so that if the same privilege 
is allowed to corporations in making their 
returns, they would return their fran- 
chises for taxation at a little than 
two-thirds of their value estimated upon 
the market value of outstanding securi- 
ties. In the case of the instance above 
given the return of the franchise would 
amount to $585,000 

Blanks for Returns. 

While Comptroller General Wright has 
not arrived at any definite conclusion as 
to just how this shall be done, he is in- 
clined to think the method here indi- 
cated is the only one that can be used 
under the Georgia law. 

The comptroller general will have blanks 
printed in accordance with the necessities 
of the case for making returns of fran- 
chises. The line ‘‘value of franchises”’ 
will be added to the regular blank now 
used for making returns bv railroad, tele- 
phone, telegraph and express companies, 
and in the blank space opposite the com- 
pany will be expected to give the value of 
its franchise. 

In addition to this he will 
printed on which will be shown by each 
corporation the amount and market value 
of its stock, the amount and market value 
of all outstanding bonds, the gross eafn- 
ings of the corporation, its operating ex- 
penses and its extraordinary expenses. 
These and other facts which will be call- 
ed for will the comptroller general 
some basis for getting at the just and 
fair value of the franchise in question, 
in accordance with the plan stated. 

There are many details to be taken into 
consideration, and the subject is one 
which will require some practical expe- 
rience before the lay can be put into the 
smootnest operation.

The United States circuit court of ap- 
peals at New Orleans has handed down 
an opinion affirming the _ decision of 
Judge William T. Newman in the case 
of Miles & Bradt, architects and build- 
ers of Atlanta, against the government. 
Judge Newman's decision was in favor of 
the government. 

The case has been hard fought and 
has attracted much intereyt in Atlanta,

The litigation grew out of the construc- 
postoffice and federal 
Savannah. the*contract for 
which work was awarded to Miles & 
Bradt in August, 1895. The amount of 
money involved in the suit is $1,571.09, the 
Atlanta firm claiming this sum for al- 
leged extra work on the building. 

Miles & Bradt submitted two bids. One 
was for $117,000, which contemplated the 
use of stone, brick and terra cotta in 
certain portions of the structure, and 
the other was for $209,000, In the event 
marble was substituted, the latter bid be- 
ing accepted. 

The supervising architect of the gov- 
ernment ordered the substitution of,mar- 
ble and required that in this connection 
iron and steel beams and girders also be 
used to support the marble. The build- 
ers demurred to the iron and steel prop- 
osition and placed the material inthe 
building under protest, 

They claimed that this was extra work 
not provided in the contract, and ac- 
cordingly entered suit against the gov- 
ernment for the sum as above. stated. 
The case was heard by Judge Newman 
last spring. he deciding in favor of the 
government. An appeal was then taken 
to the circuit court of appeals, that 
tribunal sustaining vudge Newman.

FIFTEEN YEARS 
FOR STEPHENSON 


Slayer of J. B. Ewing Sentenced by 
Judge Roan. 


JURY WAS OUT ALL NIGHT 


Verdict Was for Voluntary Man- 
slaughter—Judge Declares Hu- 
man Life Is Growing Too 
Cheap and the Laws Must 
Be Respected. 


In passing sentence upon Fred L. Ste 
phenson, who was charged with the-mur- 
der of J. B. Ewing, and convicted of vol- 
untary manslawghter yesterday, Judge 
Roan took occasion to the fact 
that human life is becoming too cheap in 
this country when a man filled with mean 
whisky can deliberately shoot down his 
fellow-being and then be allowed to go 
free. 

He gave Stephenson fifteen years, and 
told him that it was the very least he 
could expect after having committed the 


crime he had. 

The jury was out all night on the case, 
but when brought into the court room 
yesterday morning a verdict of voluntary 
manslaughter was returned. 

Attorneys Reuben Arnold and Harvey 
Hill, for the defendant, asked the court 
to be as light as possible on the prisoner, 
since it was understood that the man 
he had killed was a crook and a thief 
and a menace to soclety, while the man 
who had done the killing was a man of 
a good family and when not under the 
influence of liquor was a peaceful and 
law-abiding citizen. 

In passing sentence 
Judge Roan said: 

“While it gives me pleasure, in fact, it 
gives me pain, to perform what 1 believe 
to be my duty in this matter, vet I feel 
that human life is getting too cheap in 
this country and according to the evi- 
dence which has been submitted in this 
case and according to the finding of the 
jury you have been guilty of a heinous 
crime. 

“Now, Mr. Stephenson, your attorneys 
have entered the plea that the man you 
killed was a crook and a thief, and fur- 
ther that you are a man of a good fam- 
ily. In regard to the first 1 wish to say 
that even if Ewing was a crook, you 
were not an executor of the laws of the 
State of Georgia, and had no right in the 
Sight of the law to shoot him down in 
cold blood unless he was practicing his 
crookedness upon you, and according to 
the evidence this has not been clearly 
shown. 

“As to the matter of your being a man 
of a good family and a hard working and 
peaceful citizen I wish to say that this 
is no mitigation for the crime. It is in- 
cumbent upon the good citizens of the 
State to uphold and obey the laws. 

“While I have the greatest compassion, 
Mr. Stephenson, for your wife and your 
little daughter and would do anything 
to protect and shield them from any sul- 
fering which may be caused them by this 
misfortune, yet the law must be respect- 
ed and human life must be protected 
from men under the influence of mean 
whisky and having in their possession 
cheap pistols. 

“According to the evidence in this cass 
the jury could not have found anything 
less than the verdict returned, of volun- 
tary manslaughter. I give you fifteen 
years.’ 

Attorney Reuben Arnold, when 
after the sentence had been passed, said 
that the case would not be carried to a 
higher court.
